Sighted by Yerkes Observer.

with our inland transportation and 
our shipping has government en- 
couragement, not government oper- 
ation, in carrying our cargoes under 
our flag. over regularly operated 
routes, to every market in the 
world agreeable to American ex- 
changes. It will strengthen Amer- 
ican genius and management to 
have it understood that ours is an 
abiding determination, because 
carrying is second only to produc- 
tion in establishing, maintaining 
the flow of commerce to which we 
rightfully aspire. 

EXTEND CABLE SERVICE. 

It is proper to invite your atten- 
tion to the importance of the ques- 
tion of radio communication and 
cables. To meet strategic, com- 
mercial and political needs, active 
encouragement should be given to 
the extension of American-owned 
cable and radio services. Between 


the United States and its possession, 


there should be ample facilities 
providing direct services at reason- 
able rates. Between the 
States and other countries not only 
should there be adequate facilities 
but these should be, so far as prac- 
ticable, direct and free from kor- 
eign intermediation. Friendly co- 
operation should be extended to in- 
ternational efforts aimed at en- 
couraging improvement of interna- 
tional communication facilities and 
designed to further the exchange of 
messages. Private monopolies tend- 
ing to prevent the development of 
needed facilities should de Pro- 
hibited. . 
FOR GENERAL USE. . 

Government - owned facilities, 
Wherever possible without unduly 
interfering with private enterprise 
or government needs, should be 
made available for general uses. 
Particularly desirable is the provi- 
sion of ample cable and radio serv- 
des at reasonable rates for the 
transmission of press matter so that 
the American reader may receive 
a wide range of news and the for- 
eign reader receive full accounts of 
American activities. The daily 
Press of all countries may well be 
put in position to contribute to 
international understandings by the 
publication of interesting foreign 
news. 

Practical experience demonstrates 
the need for effective regulation of 
both domestic and international 
radio operation if this newer means 
of intercommunication is to be fully 
utilized. Especially needful is the 
provision of ample radio facilities 
for those services where radio only 
can be used, such as communication 
with ships at sea, with aircraft and 
with out-of-the-way places. Inter- 
national communication by cable 
and radio requires co-operation 
between the powers concerned and 
whatever the de of control 
deemed advisable within the 
United States, government licensing 
of cable landings and of radio sta- 
tions transmitting and receiving in- 
ternational traffic seems necessary 
for the protection of American in- 
terests and for the securing of sat- 
isfactory reciprocal privileges. 

TO ENCOURAGE AVIATION. 

Aviation is inse ble from either 
the Army or the Navy, and the gov- 
ernment must, in the interests of 
national defense, encourage its de- 
velopment for military and civil pur- 
poses.

PUBLIC WELFARE. | 

During the recent political can- 
vass the proposal was made that 
a department of public welfare 
should be created. It was indorsed 
and commended so strongly that I 
venture to call it to your attention 
and suggesting favorable legislative 
consideration. 

Government's obligation affirma- 
8 to encourage development of 
the highest and most efficient type 
of citizenship is modernly accepted, 
almost universally. Government 
rests upon the body of the citizen- 
ship; it cannot maintain itself on a 
level that keeps it out of touch and 
understanding with the community 
it serves. Enlightened govern- 
ments everywhere recogn this 
and are giving their recognition ef- 
fect in policies and programs. Cer- 
tainly no government is more de- 
sirous than our own to reflect the 
human attitude, the purpose of 
making better citizens—physically, 
intellectually, spiritually. 

To this end [I am convinced that 
such a department in the govern- 
ment wou be of real value. It 
could be made to crystallize much 
of rather vague generalization about 
social justice into sound accom- 
plishment. Events of recent years 
have profoundly impressed thinking 
people with the need to recognize 
new social forces and evolutions, to 
equip our citizens for dealing right- 
* with problems of life and social 

er. 
MATERNITY BILL. 


In the realms of educatidn, pub- 
lic health, sanitation,- conditions of 
workers in industry, child welfare, 
proper amusement and recreation, 
the elimination of social vice and 
many other subjects, the govern- 
ment has already undertaken a con- 
siderable range of activities. I 
assume the maternity bill, already 
strongly approved, will be enacted 
promptly, thus adding to our mani- 
festation of human interest. But 
these undertakings have been scat- 
tered through many departments 
and bureaus without co-ordination 
with much overlapping of func- 
tion which fritter energies and 
magnify the cost.

The United State“ 
ever will be in harmony with such a 
movement toward the higher attain- 
ments of peace. But we shall not 
entirely discard our agencies for de- 
fense until there is removed the need 
to defend. We are ready to co- 
operate with other nations to up- 
proximate disarmament but merest 
prudence forbidg that we disarm 
alone. 

That program which had its be- 
ginning in what seemed the highes* 
assurances of peace can carry no 
threat after the latest proof of our 
national unselfishness. The reason- 
able limitation of personnel may be

The War 
the personnel of the Army from the

In an all-impelling wish to do the 
most and the best for our own pub- 
lic and maintain its high place 
among nations and at the same time 
make the fullest offering of justice 
to them, I shall invite in the most 
practicable way the advice of the 
Senate, after acquainting it with 
all the conditions to be met and ob- 
ligations to be discharged, along with 
our own rights to be saféguarded.

Manifestly the highest purpose of confident co-operation in making it 


the League of Nations was defeated 
in linking it with the treaty of 
peace and making it the enforcing 
agency of the victors of the war. 
An international association for per- 
manent peace must be conceived 
solely as an instrument of justice, un- 
associated with the passions of yes- 
terday, and not so constituted as to 
attempt the dual functions of a po- 
litical instrument of conquerors and 
of an agency of peace. 
ere can be no prosperity for 
the fundamental purposes sought to 
be achieved by any such association 
so long as it is an organ of any par- 
ticular treaties or committed te the 
attainment of the special aims of 
any nation or group of nations. 
The American aspiration, indeed, 
the world aspiration, was an asso- 
ciation of nations, upon the 
application of justice and right, 
binding us in conference and co-op-

SURRENDER NO HOPE. 

In rejecting the League covenant 
and uttering that rejection to our 
own people and to the world. we 
make no surrender of our hope and 
aim for an association to promote 
pease in which we would most 
eartily join. We wish it to be con- 
ceived in 
peace and will relinquish no effort 
to bring the nations of the world 
into such fellowship, not in the stir 


of national sovereignty, but rejoic- | 


ing- in a nobler exercise of it in the 
advancement of human activities. 
amid the compensations of peaceful 
achievement. 

In the national referendum to 
which I have adverted we pledge our 
efforts towards such association and 
the pledge will be faithfully kept. 
In the plight of policy and perform- 
ance, we told the American people 
we meant to seek an early establish- 
ment of peace. The United States 
alone among the Allied and associ- 
ated powers continues in a technical 
state of war gainst the Central Pow- 
ere of Europe. This anomalous con- 


dition ought not to be permitted to 


continue. To establish the state of 
technical peace without further de- 
lay. I should approve a declaratory 
resolution by Congress to that effect, 
with the qualifications essential to 
protect our rights. Such action 
would be the simplest keeping of 
faith with ourselves and could in no 
sense be construed as a desertion of 
those with whom we shared our sac- 
rifices in war, for these powers are 
already at peace. 

Such a resolution should under- 
take to do more than thus to de- 
clare the state of peace, which all 
America craves It must add no dif- 
ficulty in effecting, with just repara- 
tions the restoration for which all 
Europe yearns, and upon which the 
world’s recovery must be founded.

E PRESIPENT’S MERSAGE. 
Ratéiegalism is the dominant note in 
the President's message. Me broaches flo 
new theories for the regulation of the at; 
fairs of the world, promulgates no radical 
policies, offers no promise for an early at- 
talnment of the millennium. He asks Con- 
gress to proceed to getting our own house 
in order before we set ourselves up as the 
edjudicators of the differences among other 
nations. He accepts his own election as a 
referendum on the Versailles covenant of 
the League of Nations and says that with 
the existing League our government will 
have no part. But he lightens the blow to 
the friends of the League by the assurance 
that “in rejecting the peace covenant we 
make no surrender of our hope and aim 
for an association to proniote peace, in 
which we would most heartily join.” 
The President expresses approval of the 
passage of a declaratory resolution by Con- 
gress to terminate the “technical state ot 
war with the Central Powers.” But he 
stipulates that such a resolution should not 
be so worded as to afford a loophole for 
them to escape payment of just reparations 
or for carrying out the general terms of the 
Versailles Treaty. Senator Knox its expect- 
ed to present a resolution such as the Presi- 
dent has outlined within the next two or 
three days. His original resolution, vetoed 
by President Wilson, will be considerably 
modified. Representatives of the Frencn 
and British goveraments have been confer- 
ring with the Presid@ént and the Secretary 
of State concerning this peace resolution, 
and it will probably contain nothing objec- 
tionable to our late allies. 


Peace by resolution rather than by treaty 


| is very likely to be regarded as a makeshift 


by the American people and the world at 
large. It seems to lack the dignity that a 
great nation should assume in ite dealings 
with foreign powers. But the President is 
convinced that it offers the only hope of an 
immediate solution of the complicated and 
obscure problem of foreign relations left 
by the last administration like a dead cat 
on the President's door step. The Presi- 
dent says that the resolution of peace must 
be followed immediately by constructive 
legislation to clear away the debris left by 
the war. 


The Times regrets that the part of the 
message dealing with our foreign relations 
is not more in accordance with the views 
held by the ardent advocates of the League. 
But the cyclone of circumstances in which 
all countries have been caught during the 
last four or five years has carried away the 
superstructure of many governmental in- 
stitutions, and President Harding is plainly 
determined to proceed cautiously until the 
storm is exhausted. 

When he refers to internal problems the 
President revives our confidence. He 
peaks as one sure of his ground and his 
utterances are those of the statesman, not 
of a partisan politician. The first necessity 
is a protective tariff, one that will prevent 
cumping and preserve American markets 


| for the American producers. He asks that 


such a tariff be emacted at once, in order 
that it may form an emergency barrier un- 
til an adequate tariff wall is constructed. 
This part of his message contains sound 
Republican doctrine. “One who values 
American prosperity and would maintain 
American standards of wages and living.“ 
he says, “can have no sympathy with the 
proposal that easy entry and flood of im- 
ports will cheapen our cost of living. IT IS 
MUCH MORB LIKELY TO DESTROY OUR 
CAPACITY TO BUY.” 

Economy of the practical kind, the kina 
that actually reduces, is forecast in the 
President's references to the high costs of 
government and living. “Our current ex- 
peuses are running at the rate of approxi- 
mately $5,000,000,000 a year, and the burden 
is unbearable,” he says. “There are twu 
agencies to be employed in correction: 
One is rigid resistance in appropriation, 
and the other is utmost economy in admin- 
istration. Let us have both.” The Presi- 
dent joins to this the admonition that ecun- 
omy and thrift. among the people them- 
selves are equally important because there- 
in lies the quicker recovery and added se- 
curity for the future.” He urges the imme- 
| diate enactment of a national budget law 
as a necessary part of the economy pro- 
gram. 

Unwarranted governmenta) interference 
in business is strongly condemned. The 
President says that the people should be 
brought to understand that “Congress has 
no sanction of government ownership of 
the railroads;” neither should it “levy taxes 
upon the people to cover deficits in a serv- 
ice that should be self-sustaining.” He ex- 
presses the conclusion that costs of opera- 
tion and freight tates are both too high ana 
should be reduced, and adds that “labor 
must join management in understanding 
that the public, which pays, is the public 
to be served, and simple justice is the right 
and Will continue to be the right of all the 
people.” 

Throughout the message runs the purpose 
of the Presidents happy phrase, “More 
business in government and less govern- 
ment in business.” “The United States 
means to establish and maintain a great 
merchant marine,” he says; but he explains 
that it must be owned and operated by pri- 
vate interests, that operating a merchant 
fleet is not a proper governmental function. 

One who has not followed his expressions 
im regard to giving full freedom of action to 
Cabinet officers will be surprised to find 
that he goes into no detailed discussion of 
policies relating to Mexico or the Philip- 
pines; neither does he attempt a govern- 
mental solution of the preblems growing 
out of the relation of employer and em- 
ployee in industry.

prejudice of her foreign-born husband? 
In any case the idea that a woman en- 
tirely submerges her individuality in her 
husband is obsolete. We no longer expect 
or believe it in any other avenue of inter- 
est. Our women have been encouraged to 
be capable and independent, to think for. 
themselves, shoulder responsibilities, ard in 
war time at least we made it plain that 
patriotism was as surely their affair as 
men's. If, indeed, we believe that citizen 
ship is a precious responsibility, thet trea- 
son in either sex is equally culpable, ‘that 
patriotism in each is equally essential, we 
are scarcely logical in making these things 
subservient to any other vows, even matri 
mony, for one-half of the population. 


ENCH FINANCES. | 

French statesmen are now induiging 
their delightful and always significant gift 
for bon mots. On the question of the effi- 
cacy of the Treaty of Versailles Premier 
Briand said at a banquet the other night 
(and bright things can still de said at ban- 
quets, hard though that may be for dry 
America to believe) that the treaty resem- 
bled the famous mare of Roland, which pos- 
sessed every virtue except that of being 
alive. 

Later came a spark of fire from Clemen- 
ceau. Someone was telling him that noth- 
ing could be done about the German in- 
demnity because it would only be trying to 
get blood from a turnip. “No blood from a 
turnip, say you?” he snarled, “then we will 
have to take the turnip and see what it will 
yield.” 

These quips, after the manner of French 
politics, reflect an important undercurrent. 
France now owes 260,000,000,000 francs. 
Her angual revenue amounts ¢o less thas 
her operating costs, allowing nothing for 
a sinking fund or for interest payments. 
Furthermore, her tax returns, as times 
grow harder, are shrinking, while her ad- 
ministrative costs keep rising. The situa- 
tion is resulting in new political align- 
ments. 

Clemenceau, Tardieu and Poincare favor 
going to any extreme, virtually to that of 
physical appropriation of all desirable Ger- 
man assets, as a last resort to prevent 
bankruptcy. Briand, Millerand and their | 
group maintain that, if all the physical as- 
sets of Germany were picked up ana 
dumped down as a gift on France, they 
would only ruin French industry because 
the Allied mations would prevent the re- 
dumping of these foreclosed stocks on their 
markets and the conquered nations are too 
poor themselves to pay for them in cash— 
and it is cash, not distant promises to pay, 
that France must get. 

The long postponed but inevitable show- 
down over the fundamental question of the 
outcome of the Peace Conference, the root 
issue as to whether the entire strategy was 
wrong, is approaching. Far from having 
won a triumph at Paris, it is becoming evi- 
dent that Clemenceau was as completely 
outmaneuvered as was Wilson by the rea: 
master of that greatest of world gather- 
ings—A. J. Balfour. | 

Balfour at Paris said in effect: “France 
needs cash and machinery. Pngiand is also 
hard pressed, but she can and will walt. 
Therefore, let France take whatever she 
requires from unscatred Germany and we 
will take our indemnification in colonies 
and trade concessions.” It was the old, old 
story, a strictly business story. The man 
in a trade who is desperately in need of 


In this case France paid too dearly for 
cash because she did not even get the cash, 
but only the added burden of the responsi- 
bility of collecting what she could. Balfour 
got for England choice portions of two con- 
tinents and freedom from the burden of 
acting as bill collector. It was a French 
blunder and a complete victory for the man

That is the brutal fact that leers out from 
behind the jibes of her statesmen. Half of 
France's gverating revenue is coming from 
making ‘additional loans. These loans 
mean a heavier interest charge. That 
charge, undiminished and progressively in- 
creasing, means bankruptcy for a nation, 
just as for an individual. 3 

Tardieu says, with Clemenceau: “Take 
whatever Germany has that is of value and 
pay with that, or at least make the ten- 
der.” Briand says: “Let us borrow from 
ourselves annually from 10,000,000,000 to 
16,000,000,000 francs and pay each other 
and the outside world with our promises to 
pay.” 

Tardieu, for all practical purposes, is ad- 
vocating a return to barter, this time as a 
means of making wholesale settlements of 
international obligations. Briand, whose 
representative, Viviani, has just put the sit- 
uation before President Harding, wants to 
hold off the day of reckoning in the nope 
of some saving, though at present unseen, 
development. 

This, then, is the tragedy that is France: 
She saved the world and now «she is unable 
the privilege of hafing saved .
